Appalling Disaster on the Island 


of Ischia, Italy. 


Towns Swallowed up by on Earth, 


quake—Caaamlcclola An- 


nihilated. 


Three Thousand People Reported 


Dead and Thousands ot Others 


iDjlll'CCt. 


LONDON, July 30.—The town of Cosamic- 


cioltt, near Naples, ia almost entirely do- 
s-royt-d by an earthquake. 
Tha neighboring 


towns of Forlo and Lticceameiis were greatly 
damaged. It is rumored that 1,000 persona 
wore killed. Ouo hundred 'persons, more or 
less severely injured, have arrived at Naples 
by stoamors. The number of people killed H 
not known. 


Tho Italian minister of public worts has 


gone to the scene of .the disaster '.o organize 
measures for relief. 
Tho shocks began at 0:30 o'clock nt night. 


<U that hour a majority of tho people of the 
upper classes were at the theatres. Nearly all 
tho houses iu the town collapsed.

Some 
inhabitants of the town escaped to tho wa ftt 
tho Ih-st shock aud made their way to Naples 
with tho news of tho calamity. The center 
of the area o£ tho shock was tho same as that 
two years ago, but tho radius wider.

Tho soldiers will work to make the ruins se- 
cure, and will engage in tho search for tho 
wounded. 
A number of physicians have 


come to attend the injured, their aid being 
urgently needed.

Many Romans having villas at Ischia 


uro known to havo beeu lost. The dead are 
f.-arfully mutilated. In some cases corpses 
uro plainly discernible through ruins, but 
thoy coniiot bo extricate:!. It is sunnlfiod 
soino persons are still alivo in collars. A cor- 
impendent telegraps thiit judging from tho 
rerorts already at hand, the calamity will in- 
finitely exceed tho Chios earthuuako in 1881. 
The syndic of Casamicciola telegraphs as fol- 
lows; Tho shock came with irresistible vlo-

:oiso. The confusion in tho theatre was fear-

Lights wero overthrown and set fire 


to tho building. A dense cloud of dust filled 
the air. Cries of pain und terror wero heard 
on all Hides.

DIP Movement to Effect Oovcriiment 
Oivnei-Hhln Of Telegraph 
I>ineH- 


Ar'-iuneiitH for and Acalnst. 
L'niCAOO, Julyyo.— Tho Herald says: These 


iir<*uments for and against a government 
U-ie-raph system are of peculiar interest just 
now 
Many of the striking operators favor 


the transfer of the business to the govern- 
ment. 
Strikes do not occur under tnclo 


Sam, who is a kind nnd generous employer. 
It is said that Jay Gould also favors the trans- 
fer but for difTorent reasons. Ho wants to 
turn over tho property of the Western Union 
to tho government at tho market value of 
tho stock. As about 550,000,000 of that 
stock represents nothing but water, Mr. 
Gould will havo some difliculty in effect- 
ing the trade. Senator Edmunds declared 
emphatically last session of congress that lie 
believed In the government building lines ot 
Its own without regard to private invest- 
ments in the telegraph business. 
Ho went 


further and warned tho stock jobbers to at- 
tend to their own affairs. 
He also promised 


to bring in a bill next session for tho estab- 
lishment of a postal telegraph. Tho time is 
opportune for such legislation. A stout anci 
well-equipped lobby will lw arrayed against 
it, but Gould and his high-toned heelers will

telegraph system ia the direction of ««ety, 
economy and faithful service, a change which 
experience shows Is only possible under some 
such plan as Senator Edmunds contemplates. 


The arguments employed against this or 


auy other postal telegraph scheme were in 
brief, that the -government should not enter 
Into competition with the people in the opera, 
tion of tho telegraph; that such a scheme was 
founded upon no public necessity, and was 
unjust and delusive; that under our political 
system government control of the telegraph 
would bo a great calamity, as politicians 
might uso it for selfish purposes, and the sus- 
picion of tho people would bo constantly 
aroused; that tho postofllco department was 
not competent to manage tho telegraph, und 
that it would give tho government too much 
power over tho press. 


Mr. Joseph Medill answered many of theso 


objections In a letter to Mr. Orton on Decem- 
ber 17, 167B. The venerable editor of Tha 
Tribune said all tho points made against 
government control of tho telegraph applied 
with equal or grcator forco against the 
government control of the mails. 
Ho *ud: 


Tho prcseut telegraph system is practically 


a monopoly. Competition wch as will bene- 
fit tho people Is out of tho question. 
The 


Western Union has established itself U-yoml 
tho reach of competition. It can crimh out, 
absorb, or control 'all rivals, and exact its 
own terms from the public; and this it does.

'into an enterprise of the kind it becomes 
unenjoyable. No private man would 
be happier even in his own thoughts for 
creatin^ a Versailles, and short of Ver- 
sailles, half a millions well laid out will 
do all that is 'required. To "found a 
family,"" in "trie" ,Eng_lisli sense, is in 
America or Australia impossible; and a 
great estate gives comparative little in- 
fluence, and beyond a certain limit 
.quite attainable by any rich man, no 
particular pleasure. What is the use 
ot owning square miles when nobody. 
will "cap"' to you, or vote for you, 'or 
recognize your 'greatness iu any way 
that'ls not half hostile? Of course, if tho 
mammoth millionaire is a collector, he 
can make a mammoth collection; but 
when once you..havju acquired all the 
snuff-boxes, or jade bowls, or liiiu oat's 
eyes to be procured, a thousand more 
specimens add very little to your grati- 
fication. 'A collection, loses its charms 
when once it is magnified into a 
museum. 'Besides, all these things cost 
comparatively little. They can, :my 
'one of them, be done to' any reasonable 
extent by a man with a hundred thou- 
sand a year; and wc-are talking of the 
millionaires, to whom that income seeujs 
respectable poverty. Tho true mam- 
'moth Crasus is forced to accumulate 
by tho difficulty of getting rid of his 
money, and soon' finds that really to 
use it with a visible result adequate to 
the power erpended, there- -is no way 
except to increase his business opera- 
tions. That is the reason why, in 
America, he continues his trade; and 
why his son, with still greater wealth, 
wilt be tempted to continue after bim,
